Definite plans for conducting the fight 
for the new charter, which will be 
voted on September were decided 
upon at the meeting of the charter 
campaign committee held in campaign 
headquarters, 12% South Broad street, 
yesterday afternoon, — 

The committee decided to hold a cen- 
tral rally at the Grang Opera House 
next Saturday night, at which time 
‘speakers will be engaged who are 
thoroughly familiar with every fea- 
ture of the proposed new charter and 
who will be in position to answer any 
questions that may be asked conecern- 
ing it. ' 

Colonel E. E. Pomeroy is chairman 
of the committee on speakers and it 
was stated Wednesday afternoon by 
Colonel Pomeroy’ that he will have the 
list of speakers ready for announce- 
ment some time Wednesday. 

The committee is rapidly forging 
ahead with ward organization. Mem- 
bers of the committee reported Wed- 
nesday afternoon that liberal response 
has been made to the request for vol- 
unteers to aid in the organization of 
the various wards of the city, and the 
situation has progressed to the point 
where ward organization is now prac- 
tically complete.

Young School Teacher Carried 
Into Woods by Outlaw 


After Brutal Treatment Miss 
Brice Was Allowed to Go.| 
Posses With Bloodhounds 
Hotly Pursuing the Assailant 
of the Young Woman. 


Snow Flake, Manitoba, . September 
13.—Work on farms and in the neigh- 
boring towns has been suspended 
while the men continue the search for 
Henry Bill Wilson, of Hanna, N. D., 
who is alleged to have kept Miss 
Eleanor Gladys ‘Brice, a school teacher, 
prisoner for thirty hours in the forest. 

Wilson was last seen at Pembina 
Bridge last night, and it is feared he 
has escaped over the international 
boundary line. The bloodhounds are 
working well, and the posses are still 
in pursuit. 

Premier Roblin Jains Hunt. 

Premier Roblin, of Manitoba, uncle 
of Miss Brice, arrived here today and 
has joined in the man-hunt. The con- 
Ndition of Miss Brice is improved. 

Search for ' Miss Brice was begun 
yesterday morning when she failed to 
appear at the Riverdale school, which 
she has been teaching. There was @v- 
idence at the school building of an 
attack upon the young woman, evi- 
dently committed the previous night, 
but she could not be found. 

Last *night Miss Brice unexpectedly 
returned to the Patterson home, near 
Riverdale, where she had resided. 

The young woman was hysterical, 
and bore evidence of having suffered 
inhuman treatment. It was with great 
difficulty that she related her expe- 
rience. 

Evidences of Desperate Struggle. 

On entering the schoolhouse’ the 
searching party discovered what ap- 
peared to be evidences of a desperate 
struggle. There was blood in many 
places and fragments of torn clothing. 
An alarm: was immediately raised. On 
a small bluff about fifteen yards from 
the school house, parts ofthe girl’s

Spring Lake, N, J., September 13.— 
Twelve-inch guns roared repeatedly 
this afternoon at Sandy Hook as twen- 
ty-six governors of states stood on the 
ramparts of Fort Hancock as guests 
of the United States government and 
watched thousand-pound projectiles 
whistle 10,000 yards over the water at 
a fragile canvas target. 

The group traveled to the Sandy 
Hook proving grounds by special train. 
It was the first break in the rqutine 
of the governors’ third annual confer- 
ence here. All but two of the dele- 
gates, Governors Hoke Smith, of Geor- 
gia, and Austin L. Crothers, of Mary- 
land, made the trip. Governor Har- 
mon, of Ohio, spurned the offer of an 
automobile ang walked the mile from 
the hotel to the station. 

Wilson for State Insurance. 

At the morning session a system of 
employees’ Hability insurance, conduct- 
edi by the state for the benefit of work- 
ing men, was advocated by Governor 
Wioodrow Wilson.

Belling in Canada Indicates 
Viclory for the Pact 


Three to One, Freely Offered, 
With -Few Takers That the 
Dominion Voters Will In- 
dorse Trade Pact With Unit- 
ed States. 


Toronto, Ontario, September 13.—The 
campaign is going on with increased 
intensity as election day draws near. 
The two readers, Str Wilfrid Laurier 
and R. L. Borden. have gone to their 
home constituencies in Quebec and 
Nova Scotia, respectively, but their 
lieutenants have taken up their work 
in Ontario 

Odds in favor of the re-election of 
Laurier have lengthened, and even 
money is now offered that the liberals 
will have a majority of thirty in par- 
liament, while 3 to 1 js freely offered 
with few takers, that the government 
will’ be returned. That Ontario will 
continue to return a mafority of con- 
lservatives is admitted by both parties. 
In the last*house, Ontario province had 
51 conservatives against 35 liberals, 
but the liberals claim the present con- 
servative majority will be reduced by 
three or four.

Reports from all sections of Ontario 
show that the contest is being waged 
with an enthusiasm seldom, if ever, be- 
fore equaled in the political history of 
Canada.

he makes up his mind to run. 

Governor Brown is still receiving a 
large number of written and personal 
appeals to enter the contest which is 
coming over the seat to be vacated 
when Governor Smith decides to re- 
sign and accept his place in the United 
States senate. 

Hundreds of former opponents have 
pledged,Governor Brown to get biisy 
in his behalf just as soon as he gives 
the word, and are urging him to avoid 
any unusual delay in making: an- 
nouncement of his intention. 

The governor expects to spend most 
of the next week or two at his farm 
in Cherokee county.

GIRL WAS KILLED 
BY OPERATION 
Such -Was Finding of Jury in 


‘Case of Miss Myrtle 
Hawkins. 


Hendersonville, N. C., September 12, 
Positive announcement was made to- 
night by. Coroner W. R. Kirk that 
Myrtle Hawkins, whose body was found 
in Lake Oceola Sunday, died as the 
result of an unlawful operation. The 
coroner’s jury, which gave a verdict of 
death from “unknown eanges,” knew 
this fact at the time of the inquest, 
but made their finding inicfinite in 
order to allay suspicion of the girl's 
slayer and make easier the detection 
of the criminal, Coroner Kirk states 
It was only after a storm of 
criticism from the general public that 
the coroner revealed the true situation 
and announced that another: inauest 
would be held Friday. Miss Haw- 
kins’ body will not be exhumed, he said, 
as this was considered unnecessary. 
There were rumors tonight that an 
arrest would follow Friday's inquest 
at which additional evidence will be 
presented, 

Coroner Kirk tonight admitted that 
the autopsy revealed the true condi- 
tion which led to the young woman‘s 
death, After a conference with Dr. 
A. B. Crafts, of this city, who as- 
sisted at the autopsy, it was decided 
then that an indefinite verdict should 
be given in order to lull into a feeling 
of fancied security the slayer of Miss 
Hawkins and thus assist in the cap- 
ture. 

In addition to the rewards already 
offered the Henderson county authori- 
ties will offer $500 for the arrest of 
Miss Hawkins’ murderer and the cit- 
izens of Hendersonville will raise a 
fund. 

Cooper Engaged to Miss Hawkins. 

Johnson City, Tenn., September 13.— 
Hal Cooper, said to have been en- 
Saged to marry Miss Myrtle Hawkins, 
whose body was found near Hender- 
sonville, N. C., last Sunday morning, 
is the 17-year-old son of Mrs. William 
Cooper, of this city. Grief-stricken, 
young Cooper left for Hendersonville 
yesterday, when he learned of the 
murder.

Books must be kept showing in detail the amounts paid out, 
to whom paid, and for which department. 
show what the amount is, from whom received, and when. Books 
shall carry accounts with each department showing the moneys 
realized by each department and the amount paid out by that 
department, and these books shall be kept so as to check each 
department against all other departments and the city as a whole. 
A separate account shall be carried of every appropriation made 
by the administrative board, the amount thereof, the date, the 
purpose for which it is made, and the department to which it is 
allotted.

A budget is made up by the entire administrative board 
based upon the reasonable estimate of the revenue of the city. 
The board shall apportion and allot to each department a certain

The resolution gaid ‘‘the charter pre- 
pared by the general council and the 
commission charter both contain pro- 
visions requiring submission to a vote

Five hundred farmers and ag many 
bankers, congressmen, United States 
senators and business men, represent- 
ing every cotton growing state in 
America, declared in convention today 
that the farmer's cotton is worth 15 
cents a pound, and resolved that the 
farmer should hold his cotton for that 
price. The resolution followed a com- 
mittee report that the crop in America 
would not exceed 12,500,000 bales. 
For financing the crop of this year, 
a resolution was adopted to the effect 
that the farmer should deposit his cot- 
ton in a warehouse, and uge his re- 
ceipt as collateral until he could sell 
his cotton at a fair price, net less 
than 15 cents. There was also a reso- 
lution that the several state legisla- 
tures provide for a system of bonded 
warehouses,

Smith’s Speech Brought Action. 

It was Senator Smith who, perhaps, 
made the speech which decided the 
congress in its naming the price of 
cotton at 15 cents, for Congressman 
Heflin wanted to make the price 15 or 
14 cents, with 14 cents as the mini- 
mum, Congressman Clayton, in his 
speech, declared his belief that in ten 
years’ time the world would be using 
25,000,000 or 30,000,000 bales of Ameri- 
can cotton, 

President C. 8S. Barrett, of the Farm- 
ers’ Educ¢ational and Ca-operative 
Union, delivered an address on co- 
operation. He denounced ag baseless 
the reports of a bumper cotton crop, 
denied the charge that the Farmers’ 
Union was a combine to hold up civ- 
lization, and asserted that there is a 
combination for the purpose of ham- 
mering down the price of cotton. 

W. P. G. Harding, president of the 
First National Bank of Birmingham, 
spoke on “Financing the Cotton Crop.” 
During his speech he declared that the 
present crop could at best be only an 
average one. He advised against fix- 
ing a minimum price ‘at which cotton 
should be sold, but urged farmers to 
market their cotton slowly and grad- 
vally. | 

Dr. W. E. Hinds, state entomologist,

That the Seventeenth nay be ordered 
to Panama within the next few days, 
is a report current amoag the men 
of the regiment now s-ationed near 
San Antonio, Texas. 

Whether or not the report is cor- 
rect, only the war department knows, 
and it won't tell—at least not yet. 

A dispatch from Washington, Ga., 
just received is to the effect thut a 
lieutenant of the Seventeerth. whose 
parents reside in Washington, has just 
written that the members of his regi- 
ment are daily expecting orders to 

to the Panama caval zone, follow- 
ink the Tenth infantry, which has just 
gone. The Seventeenth, with the Tenth, 
according to the report, is to form the 
nucleus of the permanent garrison 
which the government is to maintain 
for the defense of the canal. 

At the headquarters of the depart- 
ment of the gulf nothing is known 
of the matter, as orders for the move- 
ments of troops outside the depart- 
ment come direct from the office of 
the war department in Washington, 
D: Cc. And it is pointed out that the 
Tenth received orders to go to Panama 
when there nad not been the slightest 
indications that such a move was being 
considered. ! 

However, the impression seems 
prevail here that the chances 
against the Seventeenth’s being sent 
out of the country at this time The 
Tenth has b'ready gone to Panama, and, 
according to unofficial reports, will 
most probably be followed by the 
Twenty-eightb and the iJfifth, if a 
brigade instead of a regiment goes to 
the canal zone. Both tnese regiments 
are due for foreign service before the 
Seventeenth, and for thig reason, it is 
thought likely that they stand a bet- 
ter chance of being sent.thun does the 
Seventeenth. 

The matter of the Seventeenth’s com- 
ing back to Fort MePherson is one 
in which scores of prominenc business 
men of Atlanta have already interested 
themselves. The matter has been taken 
up with the war department and as- 
surances have been receivea that the 
regiment will be sent back here if it 
is possible to do so without disarrang- 
ing the war department's plans. This 
was some time ago when there was 
talk of the regiment’s svoing tv the 
Philippines, but it is presumed that 
the promise will hold good at this 
time. .

Judge Russell Retorts That 
Judge Fite Evidently Didn’t 
Think So When He Remain- 
ed on -Bench and Ran for 
Congress.

Brisk and breezy is the interchange 
of compliments between Judge Au- 
gustus W. Fite, of the Cherokee cir- 
cuit, and Judge Richard B. Russell, 
member of the state court of appeals 
bench, and candidate for governor. 

“He should either resign from the 
court or get off the stump,” declares 
Judge Fite, referring to the candidate- 
judge, while the latter retorts: 

“Why didn’t Judge Fite resign from 
the bench when he was a candidate 
for congress?” 

Thus is the ethics of candidacy for 
one office while holding another, and 
particularly when the latter is within 
the ranks of the judiciary, brought into 
the limelight. 

It seems to be a mooted question as 
to whether a judge who is a candidate 
for governor, or a judge who is a 
candidate for congress, should first re- 
sign before entering upon his cam- 
paign. 

Judge Fite thinks Judge Russel) 
should resign: Judge Russell retorts 
that Judge Fite evidently didn’t hold 


the same view when he ran for con-|!’ 


gress; so there you are, and it doesn’t 
cost anything “to take your choice.” 
Fite on Russell. . 
Judge Fite’s comments upon Judge 
Russell, strikingly illustrative of ju- 
dicial comity or something of the kind, 
were introduced by a critical remark 
relative to the state court of appeals, 
of which Judge Russell is a member. 


“The state court of appeals has done 


more to encourage crime in Georgia 
than any other innocent agency in it,” 
Judge Fite is quoted as saying, apropos 
of the gubernatorial campaign and 
the injection into it of the prohibition 
issue. 

“And I will add,” Judge Fite on, 
“that a member of the bench of that 
court is now stumping Georgia telling 
the people the law cannot be enforced. 
He should either resign from the court 
or get off the stump.” .- 

Judge Fite continued his discussion 
of the question of law enforcement, 
but it was quite apparent where he 
aimed. 

Judge Fite did not make it clear, 
however, whether he thought Judge 
Russell should resign from the court 
because the law cannot be enforced, 
or whether he should get off the stump 
because he refuses to resign from the 
court. 

At any rate Judge Russell is both on 
the bench and on the stump, deciding 
law points and running for governor 
at one and the same time, and it seems 
to have given Judge Fite opportunity 
for a hot shot that he didn't overlook, 

Russell on Fite. 

Judge Russell answers Judge Fite 
just as any well-ordered judge might 
be expected to, do, by appealing the 
case, 

He took advantage of the ovportuni- 
ty thus given him to inject a little 
spice into the situation by retorting in 
effect: 

“How about your race for congress? 
Did you resign from the bench in or- 
der to canvass the Seventh district? 
Since when have you changed your 
views regarding resiznaticn from ihe 
bench as a necessary precedent to 
making a campaign for another of- 
fice?’ 

All of which may afford /nterest'ng 
food for thought along the aforesrid 
line of a judge holding tight to the 
bench while “running 'tike mad” for 
some political job. 

Here is the way in which Judge Rus- 
sell put his reply to Judge Fite: 

“As a member of the court of ap- 
eals I have nothing to say concern- 
ng Judge Fite’s statement. As a 
candidate for governor, however, I will 
simply call attention to the fact that 
Judge Fite’s views have evidently un- 
dergone a change since he was a can- 
didate for congress in the Seventh dis- 
trict, when he made his canvass‘with- 
out resigning his judgeship of the su- 
perior court of the Cherokee  cir- 
cults.” 

To this Judge+Fite will no doubt 
be ready with some apt ratort. Possi- 
bly he will qualify his remark or, 
rather, elucidate it, by explaining he 
meant that a judge who says the law 
cannot be enforced, should either re- 
sign from the bench or get off the 
stump. 

Judge Fite believes that the law can 
be enforced, and that possibly way 
have been the reason why he remained 
on the bench while running for con- 
gress. 

But this is merely 
speculation.

Editor Constitution: Indorsing the 
able editorial which appeared in The 
Constitution of Sunday addressed to 
the “Average Man,” I am glad that The 
Constitution realizes as it does that 
the “average man is the backbone and 
sinew of the city.” It is tndeed high 
time that some recognition be paig to 
the average man. 

It ig the average man that has built 
Atlanta and made Atlanta what she 
is. He has paid about all he earns, 
whether he be clerk, bookkeeper, me- 
chanic or plodding professional man, 
for the privilege of living in Atlanta 
and helping make the city what it is. 

In return what has the average man 
got back out of it? He has gotten the 
privilege of paying rents that have 
wone higher, higher, ever higher, and 
prices for foodstuffs that have gone 
likewise. 

Your editorial told the truth inso- 
far as it went, but it did not cover it 
all, fof you might have said, and said 
truly, the rich man and rich landlord 
can dodge his taxes by some peculiar 
method of “standing in” with the pow- 
ers that be, both personal property 
and realty, but I would like to have 
the electric light turned on a single 
case in which the “average man,” the 
owner of a small home, gets a chance 
to have his taxes “put in” at a fair 
rate as compared with the right tax- 
dodger. 

And while discussing that phase of 
the situation I desire to cite an in- 
stance: Some two or three weeks ago 
The Constitution published a semi- 
humorous article concerning the re- 


turns for state taxes to the state tax 
receiver of dogs and other personal 
properties, such as jewelry, live stock

PASSING SHOW IN REVIEW 


In a special story of recent date, 
published in The Constitution, a gen- 
eral outline was given of the rumored 
plan by which fifty of the nation’s 
richest women were about to organize 
to work out problems of wealth and 
presumably to use that wealth as it 
would best help humanity. The story 
stated that men—presidents of great 
business institutions—were more or 
less terrified by the rumor, and that 
Wall street especially was nervous, — 

Just why there should be surprise, 
terror or nervousness about the com- 
bined forces of these good women is 
rather mysterious. In many cases 
women have proven their-great bus- 
iness ability; they would do nothing to 
sacrifice their own Interests, but their 
desire to co-operate and see how best 
they can serve humanity is about the 
best expression yet that this country 
has given of 20th century civilization. 
The plan marks a step toward social 
progress in the highest sense. 

If these fifty women shoulq organize 
anq more carefully and directly look 
into the activities which their for- 
tunes make poégsible, their example 
will no doubt be followed by women in 
ether sections and communities, and 
it would bring more than surprise and 
terror and nervousness if this should 
happen. The fortunes now controlled 
by women in this country speak more 
than anything else could of the 
strese and strain of American life 
which takes the man-—the builder 
of the fortune—away from it before he 
has had time to realize what he had, 
guch less his benefits, 

_ In the state of Georgia and even in 
the city of Atlanta alone the agmount 
of wealth controlled by women js tre~- 
mendous, and if their voice in any 
movement had expression, it would re- 
quire nothing more than that of the 
taxpaying women—those paying taxes 
on personal property—to Carry any 
question any, way they wanted it to 


go.

‘MRS. HERRMAN’S 
GENEROSITY. 


In a recent story in The “utlook, 
editorial tribute is paid te Mrs. Henry

“She was a woman of Jewish ances- 
try, born in Utrecht, Holland, in 18238, 
and brought to this country in her 
girlhood: After her marriage to Mr. 
Henry Herrman she lived for a time in 
New Bedford, but the greater part of 
her long life was*spent in New York. 
She became deeply interested in educa- 
tion early in life, and her faith was 
evid by her works. She was one 
of the founders of Barnard college, and 
wer check for the Museum: of Natura!) 
History, now one of the important mu- 
seums in the country, is said to have 
‘been the first large gift to that institu- 
tion.

West will pay Miss Weatherby $10,- 
000, but attorneys for both principals 
decline to confir mthis.
